panies not now enrolled. 


The association has consistently pro- 


moted and supported every piece of 
legislation favorable to the individual 
liremau, whether of the volunteer or 
paid class, and to the fire companies 
and associations in borough, towuship 
auci city. Under the act of April 20, 
1905, the lire companies in the vari- 
ous counties in Pennsylvania are paid 
oy tiie State Treasurer each year a 
auun equal to one-half of the tax jl 
two per cent, imposed upon all for- 
eign Jusuvauce companies doing busi- 
ueseiu the respective boroughs, town- 
ships auci cities throughout the State, 
it is the intention of President Bouui- 
well to bring before the next Legisla- 
ture a bill providing for the payment 
of t:ie f u l l tax of t\vo per cent, thus 
collected, 
which amouut shall be 


distributed, to the firemen's pension 
iinicls of the respective localities. 
In 


tt;e case of the .Philadelphia Fire De- 
pirtmeut, the amount paid by the 
otate to the pension fund last year 
under the provisions of the aforesaid 
act was §43,890.23; and if the associ- 
ation is successful in amending the 
act so as to provide for the payment of 
the entire two per cent., the Fhiladel- 
puia firemen's pension fund will le- 
ceive annually from the State the sum 
of approximately ?90,000. The pen- 
sion funds of the various other lire 
companies throughout the State will, 
or course, also be enriched on the 
basis of the amount of foreign fire in- 
surance business written m the respec- 
tive localities.
